To all who say, “Any fool could make better rules 
than we have now”, I say happily, “Welcome aboard. 
Let us make rules together.” And so I am about to open 
wide the pearly gates of Opportunity to all. In this 
instance, it is in behalf of lack of a rule, rather than a 
tule itself, that I invite you to participate. 

Under A.A.U. rules, the fundamental decision as to who 
wins is based upon the judges. Watch-time is secondary. I 
speak now of all American swimming events that do not 
use the Ballot System, because the latter gives proper weight 
to watch-time and almost never allows bad decisions if 
properly followed. The Ballot System is a bit involved for 
many areas where swimming is still in the growing stage, so 


my guess is that less than ten percent of swimming in this 


country uses it. Unfortunately. 
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We therefore have far too many instances where a swim- 
mer adjudged first, is given slower time than second place. 
If a record is involved, it goes to the second place swimmer 
who had faster time — with an appropriate wrinkled-brow 
note in the local press saying that “judges decision deter- 
mined outcome”. Odd, what? 

The international rule (which is used in Olympic as well 
as all other international competition) is F.I.N.A. Rule 60, 
(e), “If in a competition the time registered by the time- 
keepers does not agree with the decision of the judges at 
the finish, and where the time of the swimmer placed 
second is better, the swimmers placed first and second shall 
be credited with times calculated on the average of the 
actual times recorded for both the first and second places. 
It is not permissable to announce times, which do not 
support the classifications made by the judges.” 

Perhaps the FINA rule is the answer, but let me show 
you how it turned the swimming world upside down last 
year at Rome, and failed to resolve the problem. Devitt was 
given first place in 55.2, while Larson was given 55.1 and 
second place. Since one/tenth second is the minimum time 
division allowed, it was impossible under the rules to “aver- 
age the times”. The powers that be then overrode another 
section of the rule and anounced the results and times, 
and went on to support the decision that has become history. 


So, even the FINA rule, which approaches it, does not 
answer fully the problem, for many a close race ends in 
one/tenth difference in time, and some with the same time 
but a judge’s decision for one or the other. 

We all realize, of course, that time may be measured 
in millionths of a second— yet we must go on to the 
next tenth before we record time. 

A famous coach has pointed out to me that a timer, 
because he only watches one swimmer, is apt to be more 
accurate than a judge who must watch across all lanes. True 
enough of Jane timers, but timers assigned to first, second 
and third place, as well as the chief timer who times first 
only, must decide in a close race who is in those positions 
at the finish . . . with ample opportunity of error in such 
decisions . . . and these times outweigh the lane-timer in 
ordinary events. How many times have you heard it asked 
of a first-place timer, “who did you time for first?”, thus 
making double duty judge-timers out of these people. 

There are two A.A.U. rules related to this problem, both 
dealing with tie finishes. These are General Rule XIX, 
Section 9, (b) and Swimming Rule VII, Section 4. 
Actually, these two rules conflict somewhat and we hope to 
clarify this shortly, but neither of them prescribes any 
manner of determining the final, official time. 

So, there you are. This is a real sticky one, and I hope 
that before I retire from this task I will see it straightened 
out. What King (or Queen) Solomon will come up with a 
simple, straight-forward solution, that will plug up this very 
large hole in the rules? I promise you it will be. brought 
before the Joint Men & Women’s Swimming Committee 
meeting in December at Washington for discussion, and I 
would like to hear from all of you. But be brief, please. 
And no addressed envelopes on this one. 

Next month, we will select additional questions that have the great- 
est interest, and clarify them.

SUCCESS WITH WEIGHTS 


By John H. Higgins, Coach of U.S. Naval Academy 


Ed. Note: The U.S. Naval Academy Swimming team, coached by John 
H. Higgins, had a most successful 1960-61 season, losing but one 
meet out of 14. Among their victories was Yale’s first defeat after 
201 straight victories. John H. Higgins, Head Coach, was a champion 
swimmer just a few years back. From 1934 thru 1936 he was the 
Men’‘s National breaststroke titleholder in both Outdoors and Indoors, 
and was also the National Individual Medley Champion, Indoors 
1936 and 1937, and Outdoors 1935. He was a member of the 1936 
Olympic Team, held all told, 12 National titles, 21 American Records 
and a few World’s Records. 

We asked John Higgins to write this article in view of the great 
success his team enjoyed last season, after using the weight program. 

First, let me say that I am not an expert on this subject, 
weight training, but since times change and we are not 
afraid to try something new, our successful program of 
Jast year has encouraged me to try new ideas, and we will 
use the same weight training program again this year. 

We tried weights this past year at Navy after ten (10) 
years of so called ‘body building program’. This program 
we still use along with our weight work. The exercises used 
in our body building program are listed in Bob Kiphuth’s 
book, “Swimming”. 

We start our exercises the last week in September, for 
four days each week. In addition to this we use pulley 
weights, 30 pounds, with a number of exercises, all strokes 
using the same exercises. We use standard pulley weight 
exercises plus we use a 4’ 6” table or bench for some of the 
exercises. Our aim is for strength not bulk. This is very 
important, I believe. We stress and we want a strong body. 
the stronger the better. An expression I often use is keep 
them, “lean and mean”. 

We had moderate success with this program at Navy and 
for 10 years built up a good team. During the 60-61 season. 
I instituted a weight program (I would have to say it was 
patented along the lines of Counsilman’s program—( Indiana 
U.). To us, this was an experiment and I believe that all 
coaches should experiment and try new things or ideas. 

For years I thought that weights just added bulk, and I 
was convinced bulk was not what I wanted. I was a swim- 
mer a few years back, and if anyone had told me then 
to use weights I would have used them just once, to hit 
the man with. 

Times change, new ideas come through young men: who 
are not afraid to try something new. Some good has come 
from it. All top U.S. swimmers, I’m sure, do not train 
the same, or use weights, so I hope that there is a continued 
experimentation. We will at Navy. 

Now to get down to our weight training for swimmers 
at U.S.N.A. As an example, Curt Norfleet, our top sprinter, 
entered the Academy as a plebe. He had some age group 
swimming in North Carolina. His best 100 yard freestyle 
before entering was a :58.0 plus. Last year, with the added 


freestyle and a :49.2 100 yard freestyle. Was the weight 
training responsible? In part I must say yes. A lot of hard 
work went into the pool interval training we use, but 
without that real strength a man or girl must have, I do 
not believe a 49.2 would have been possible. We had other 
men with the same history who did outstanding times. They 
also had spirit, willingness to stand the pain, work 
and weights. 

We use the tin cans full of cement and scrap pipe al la’ 
Indiana University. These are very reasonable to make. 

As mentioned we start late in September doing the 
exercises to limber up.

“It has disastrously affected our chances, but by judi- 
cious switching, all the scheduled events will take place,” 
was the worried comment made to me by Ben York the 
United States team manager after an enteritis infection 
almost capitulated his women’s team which met the 
Europeans at Blackpool, England, on August 25th and 
26th. 

It was for this reason, plus the determined leadership 
of a very sick Chris von Saltza that rallied the young 
and rather despondent American girls to aspire to the 
greatest heights and gain a superb 90 points to 74 points 
victory, over what I must admit, was not a fully repre- 
sentative European team. But judging from the world- 
cracking performances on the 26th no one can deny that 
a completely fit United States team would still have nar- 
rowly beaten Europe at full strength. 

The Blackpool ‘bug’ appeared to cast a melancholy 
shadow over the first day's swimming which was dreary 
and rather uninspired. Nevertheless, Carolyn Wood, who 
was changed from freestyle to the same distance for 
butterfly at the last moment, stopped the watches at 
1:10.0 (55 yards 32.1) to equal Canadian Mary Stew- 
art’s latest claim for a world mark. Becky Collins came 
up 0.7s. behind with Tinke Lagerberg, of Holland, who 
was swimming in place of the European record holder, 
Mirriane Heemskerk, and Britain’s Lesley Green trailing. 

With only fifty percent of their team available for this 
session, Chris von Saltza swam in place of Robyn John-

1959 world mark. This does not mean that Donna had 
things all her own way. After just out-touching Becky 
Collins in the opening butterfly leg, she eventually lost 
the advantage to Judith de Nijs over the breaststroke 
110° yards and it wasn't until the final 55 yards of the 
freestyle that she swept past the European, who swam 
the greatest race of her life, that the American took com- 
mand of the situation once again.

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SUCCESS WITH WEIGHTS 


By John H. Higgins, Coach of U.S. Naval Academy 


Ed. Note: The U.S. Naval Academy Swimming team, coached by John 
H. Higgins, had a most successful 1960-61 season, losing but one 
meet out of 14. Among their victories was Yale’s first defeat after 
201 straight victories. John H. Higgins, Head Coach, was a champion 
swimmer just a few years back. From 1934 thru 1936 he was the 
Men’s National breaststroke titleholder in both Outdoors and Indoors, 
and was also the National Individual Medley Champion, Indoors 
1936 and 1937, and Outdoors 1935. He was a member of the 1936 
Olympic Team, held all told, 12 National titles, 21 American Records 
and a few World’s Records. 

We asked John Higgins to write this article in view of the great 
success his team enjoyed last season, after using the weight program. 

First, let me say that I am not an expert on this subject, 
weight training, but since times change and we are not 
afraid to try something new, our successful program of 
last year has encouraged me to try new ideas, and we will 
use the same weight training program again this year. 

We tried weights this past year at Navy after ten (10) 
years of so called ‘body building program’. This program 
we still use along with our weight work. The exercises used 
in our body building program are listed in Bob Kiphuth’s 
book, “Swimming”. 

We start our exercises the last week in September, for 
four days each week. In addition to this we use pulley 
weights, 30 pounds, with a number of exercises, all strokes 
using the same exercises. We use standard pulley weight 
exercises plus we use a 4’ 6” table or bench for some of the 
exercises. Our aim is for strength not bulk. This is very 
important, I believe. We stress and we want a strong body, 
the stronger the better. An expression I often use is keep 
them, “lean and mean”. 

We had moderate success with this program at Navy and 
for 10 years built up a good team. During the 60-61 season. 
I instituted a weight program (I would have to say it was 
patented along the lines of Counsilman’s program—(Indiana 
U.). To us, this was an experiment and I believe that all 
coaches should experiment and try new things or ideas. 

For years I thought that weights just added bulk, and I 
was convinced bulk was not what I wanted. I was a swim- 
mer a few years back, and if anyone had told me then 
to use weights I would have used them just once, to hit 
the man with. 

Times change, new ideas come through young men: who 
are not afraid to try something new. Some good has come 
from it. All top U.S. swimmers, I’m sure, do not train 
the same, or use weights, so I hope that there is a continued 
experimentation. We will at Navy. 

Now to get down to our weight training for swimmers 
at U.S.N.A. As an example, Curt Norfleet, our top sprinter, 
entered the Academy as a plebe. He had some age group 
swimming in North Carolina.

WHY FALL DEVELOPMENT LEAGUES? 


Nobody knows exactly why the pendulum of swimming 
power swings from one section of the country to another so 
my guess is as good as any. In the A.A.U. Associations, 
when one Association gets so strong that the casual swim- 
mer can no longer make the jump to competitive swimming 
without being clobbered the door at the bottom of the 
program begins to close and the program becomes inborn. 
New waves of power form in other associations where the 
jump from casual to competitive swimming can be made 
without undue embarassment. To stay on top, an associ- 
ation has to keep that bottom door open and new waves 
coming. Maybe we need a stepping-stone program from 
casual to competitive swimming, or some method of getting 
those perennial age-group winners out of the way in a 
program of their own.

BLUE-PRINT FOR FALL SWIM LEAGUES 
by Buck Dawson, (Michigan Women’s Swim Chairman and 
Member National Swim Committee) 

MICHIGAN’S DEVELOPMENT LEAGUE 

The Michigan Girls Swim League, beginning its’ 6th 
fall season, is a development program during a time when 
the club coaches are not quite so tied down with their 
winter age-group and senior varsity programs. 

The idea was developed by Coach John Hussey of 
Wayne State University, when he was coaching the Detroit 
Women’s City Club several years ago. The league currently 
has teams from Toledo, Ohio, and Windsor, Ontario, plus 
five Michigan cities; Battle Creek, Grand Rapids, Flint, 
Ann Arbor, and Detroit. Each of these teams swim each 
other team in a dual meet schedule beginning the first of 
October and ending the middle of November. For newer 
clubs, the league team may also be the club varsity team, 
while for the bigger and older clubs it is strictly a non 
varsity team to develop swimmers. Competition is kept 
even by a novice-type rule which prohibits any swimmer 
competing who has placed Ist, 2nd or 3rd, in a National 
or Association Senior or Junior Championship event. 
Relays and age-group events are not included in this dis- 
qualification clause. With the area’s top swimmers ineligible, 
the league offers opportunity for everybody else to come 
into their own, regardless of age. There are late developing 
high school seniors and even college girls swimming in the 
league but the majority of competitors are 12, 13, 14 year 
old swimmers eager to get a jump on the winter age group 
season and make the bigger jump to senior swimming which 
is stressed in the area. 

Most of the area coaches have their varsity swimmers 
taking an early fall lay off or a dry land exercise program 
during this period and this leaves the coaches free to 
devote in-the-water time to their fast developing “novices.” 
The league encourages this development in several ways. 
Weekend dual meet competition is offered for seven consec- 
utive weeks and under the most favorable conditions for 
improvement. Community backing is considerable since the 
league swimmers are not in competition with their peers, 
the AAU champions who are between seasons. Here is an 
ideal opportunity for the coaches to develop that extra girl 
or 2 or 3 they need to fill their varsity team which swings 
into action after the league season is over. Due to the 
slightly lower level of controlled competition these swim- 
mers are never discouraged by the big jump to varsity and 
they often improve so rapidly that the jump is small or 
non-existant by the time the league has its championship 
meet around Thanksgiving. Hussey had another motive 
when he started the league. In Michigan, as elsewhere, 
there are a great many summer country club teams and 
relatively much fewer winter AAU clubs offering swimming. 
The country club sprinters are used to short distances and 
lots of publicity. The new swim league is designed to catch 
these girls before they have lost interest and conditioning. 
The league offers them a transition to longer and 1nore 
difficult AAU races. The dual meets offer a compact 2 
hour meet with 50’s and 100’s in each stroke plus 200 yard 
relays, low board diving, 100 individual medley and 200 
yard freestyle, a total of 13 events. Covering these events 
forces a coach to give more swimmers a chance since league 





rules limit each swimmer to 3 events, one of which must 
be a relay. By dual meet rules a team needs 2 swimmers to 
cover each event and in six lane pools extra competitors are 
encouraged to use the extra lanes. This also applies to 
relays where B and C relays swim exhibition. 

There are several factors which lend glamour to the 
league and offer the swimmers encouragement through 
recognition by press and public. Membership qualifications 
for the league lend themselves to intercity rivalry since no 
one club can stay on top with its older swimmers, most of 
whom will disqualify themselves by medaling in their asso- 
ciation championships. This makes the league title race a 
seesaw affair from year to year. It also means that natural 
geographic rivalries between nearby communities can be 
exploited during a season when the local sports ediors are 
starved for news other than football. The league offers a 
trophy to the team with the best won-lost record and 
weekly changes in the standings, meet results and anticipa- 
tion of up coming meets means at least one and usually 
two stories a week. A league all-star team is picked from 
best times turned in during the dual meet season and a 
championship meet and trophy at the end of the season 
offers everybody a second chance. League records are kept 
for both dual and championship meets with all star and 
championship medals as individual incentives. 

Michigan Age Group meets are planned to begin the last 
weekend in November or in early December as are the 
Toledo Glass City Relays and Battle Creek Cereal Bowl 
Relays. This offers incentive for the younger league swim- 
mers to go right on after the league championships. 

Big clubs like the Glass City Aquatic Club of Toledo and 
The Ann Arbor Swim Club find the league fills a void and 
encourages development of swimmers who might be over- 
looked by the age and skill qualifications of age-group 
and senior AAU swimming meets. 

Rosemary Dawson, the Ann Arbor Coach, whose varsity 
placed second in the U. S. indoor Nationals at Hialeah last 
April and then won the National Water Polo title says the 
league is more fun than any coaching she does, college, 
or club. “Because of the lower skill level to begin with” she 
says “the progress of these swimmers is rapid and exciting.” 

The Michigan Swim League is for girls only, largely 
because there is no girls program in Michigan High Schools. 
The league fills a need in girls club swimming in Michigan 
but there is no reason why any area cannot form a similar 
fall development league for boys, girls, or both. In Michigan 
at least, it has proven a big success. All but one of last 
years Michigan girls AAU swim champions were graduates 
of the five year old league. Suzy Thrasher, Marty Sinn, 
Bonnie Blackpart, Karen Ryan and Janice Snavely of 
Ann Arbor, Jennifer Parks of Women’s City Club, Peggi 
Wirth, Kathy Cross and Synthia Osgood of Detroit Turners 
are league graduates who have scored points in National 
Senior Championships. 

Michigan swimming has definitely benefited from the 
league in more new clubs and better swimming in the 
old clubs. Perhaps a fall development league can fill a slack 
season and help build up more swimming for more people 
in your area too.

A popular sight to see at Gardner, Mass. these autumn 
days, is a group of youths ranging from 8 through 16, run- 
ning over hill and dale. No they aren’t running from the 
family chores, nor are they training for the 1964 or 1968 
Olympic Track team. These are the “kids” who swim for 
George Erickson, and they are doing their part of their 
dry land exercises. 

New England received a big boost in competitive swim- 
ming, when in June 1953, the City of Gardner, Massachu- 
setts appointed George Erickson superintendent of the 
Greenwood Memorial Pool. 

Erickson wasted little time plunging into the competitive 
swim picture, organizing a girls swimming team from a 
mere handful of young age group girls. From his very first 
year, his teams have won championships and in New 
England as well as the State Championships, the Greenwood 
Swim Club is usually rated the team to beat. The Yankee 
Clipper has a way with the little ones, and his Girls’ teams 
of 12 years and under have lost only twice in seven years 
of dual meets. 

In a state where snow-skiing outranks swimming in 
popularity, George Erickson has developed many district 
champions, and it was his own Susan Rogers, a 6-year team

veteran, who surprised the swim world in 1960, when, given 
little pre-meet notice, she won the 100 yard and 250 yard 
breaststroke events at Bartlesville, Oklahoma in American 
record time of 1:12.8 and 3:14.6 respectively. Miss Rogers 
came back to Florida this year and successfully retained 
her National 250 yard breaststroke title with a 3:19.9 
victory. And that she was well coached was proven by her 
2nd place effort in the 200 yard individual medley in the 
1961 Women’s Indoor Championships. Miss Rogers beat 
Becky Collins by a fingernail length 2:22.9, behind the 
champion Donna deVarona. The Greenwood swimmer also 
placed 4th in the 400 yard individual medley and 4th in 
the 100 yard breaststroke in the 1961 Indoor Nationals. 

Handicapped by lack of long course training facilities, 
George Erickson still has been able to develop many out- 
standing swimmers who all held New England Records. 
Phyllis Gilhooly, Lillian Doiron and Carol Cormier all held 
Senior N. E. records, and other N. E. title holders were: 
Christine Nyman, Linda Haarala, Mary Henchey, Claudine 
Marchegiani, Judy Goodwin and Betty Albro. 

This spring, the Girls’ team won the New England Age 
Group Championship, defeating competitors from six states. 

The Greenwood Memorial Swim Club Boys’ team has 
done equally well and his 12 and under group, led by 
Dave Phillips, 12, has won many Age Group championships. 


Among the present Greenwood swimmers who hold 
New England Championships are Annette Robichaud in 
backstroke and freestyle, Georgia Erikson in breaststroke, 
butterfly and freestyle, Mary Welsh and Susie Cormier, top 
age group swimmers in 10 and under and 11-12. 


Erickson likes to start his swimmers in distance work as 
young as possible. He teaches them all four strokes, and 
wants them to compete in all four. Erickson says, “I have

found by experience that the youngsters just don’t get bored 
by swimming all four strokes, and they find more fun in 
training. I don’t believe in specializing in one stroke until 
the swimmer is 14 or 15, and dedicated to the sport. 

The Gardner coach has no set pattern for coaching. He 
believes in individual differences, and fits the stroke to the 
swimmer. Employed as Superintendent of the Greenwood 
Pool, and not as a coach, Erickson has done all this in 
his spare time. Dedicated to his hobby, swimming, and with 
two boys, Steve 20 and Dennis 18, in college, he has little 
time for other activities. As one of his many grateful 
swimmers said, “At times I don’t know how he puts up 
with all of us, but he’s a very patient coach and a wonder- 
ful man”. 


On training, Erickson says, “I believe in a certain amount 
of calisthenics and weight lifting, as long as it’s properly 
supervised by a qualified instructor. I firmly believe in 
running, which builds up the leg muscles. But this too 
should be supervised. I’ve had my youngsters running 
uphill and cross country, always on the grass, but this year 
we'll try 220 and 440 sprints and see how that works.” 


“When a girl or boy reaches the age of 14-15, he can 
decide on which stroke to specialize in and concentrate on 
the stroke which gives him the most pleasure to swim. In 
the case of Susan Rogers . . . Sue was good in all strokes, 
swam the 100 backstroke in 1:05 and 100 freestyle in :59 
but picked the breaststroke and went on to win with it.” 


Erickson wants the youth of this country to continue 
swimming in their early twenties, especially the girls. He 
said, “I believe swimmers don’t reach their peak till they 
are 20 or 21 years old. It’s a shame to see terrific swim- 
mers like Lynn Burke, Chris vonSaltza, Becky Collins, Ann 
Warner and others stop swimming before they reach their 
peak. Something should be done to make it interesting 
enough in college to keep these girls swimming. Age Group 
swimming is the best thing that happened to swimming in 
the last 20 years. Colleges should follow suit with programs 
and meets to keep these older swimmers at peak condition.” 

“Physically and morally, I think swimming is the best 
sport for girls and boys to take up. I would like to see 
swimming included in the elementary school curriculum 
so that when a youngster graduated from Junior High, he'd 
know how to swim.

Ramat - Gan, Israel — Led by 17-year old David Abram- 
son, New York, now a freshman at Harvard, and 13-year 
old Maggie Rosenberg, Oakland, California, each who won 
three championships, the USA team completely dominated 
the 6th Maccabiah Games, Sept. 1-4. 

Coach Robert Alexander’s swimmers won every swim- 
ming and diving event in the women’s division, and lost 
only one individual swimming event and the medley relay 
in their sweep of the men’s division of the Jewish Interna- 
tional Olympic type Games. Oddly enough, the other two 
victories also went to a North American country, as Can- 
ada’s Marvin Chapell won the men’s 100 meter freestyle in 
:58.3 and also swam on their winning 400 meter medley 
relay team (Walter Unger, Steve Rabinovitch, Larry Bell 
and Chapell). 

Miss Rosenberg won the 100 meter backstroke in 1:15.2, 
and swam on both relays, the 400 meter freestyle (Debby 
Lee, Rosenberg, Marilyn Romanofsky, Lindsey Miller) 
4:36.0 and the 400 meter medley (Roseberg, Barbara 
Chesneau, Jane Katz, Ellen Weiland) 5:09.8. (All Mac- 
cabiah records) 

Kathy Flicker, 14 year old New Jersey girl, won both 
the platform and the 3-meter diving championships. 

David Abramson set new Maccabiah records as he won 
the 400 meter freestyle in 4:33.0 and 18:15.4 for 
1500 meters. 

Abramson won his third gold medal when he joined 
Burt Kanner, Richard Abramson and David Karetsky to 
win the 800 meter freestyle relay in 8:46.3, a new Mac- 
cabiah record. 

Dicky Morse, USA, easily won both the 3-meter and 
platform dives.

JUNELLE CUNNINGHAM 
BIG SPLASH BY 'MIGHTY MOUSE’ 


Her Dolphin (Ohio) teammates call her ‘Mighty Mouse’ 
but her coach Mac Preston calls the Dayton, Ohio miss a 
little swimmer with a big future. And since her first meet of 
the 1961 season, the Canadian-American dual meet at Oak 
Park in January, Junelle Cunningham has been like 
the “Mouse that Roared”. 

For it was at that meet that Junelle won two individual 
events, the 100 yard butterfly and the 100 yard freestyle, 
setting a new National 11-12 Age Group record of 1:00.9 
in winning the freestyle event. 

The Miami Valley swimmer achieved her greatest 
triumph, when at the Chautaugua Valley meet on July 27, 
she became the first 12-year old girl to break the one minute 
barrier for the 100 yard freestyle (long course) with a 
:59.9 clocking. 

Junelle, who will be 13 November 2, has set three 
National 11-12 Age Group marks and 11 Ohio association 
marks since September, 1960. 

Like all Dolphins, she practices 1% hours four days 
a week and two hours each Saturday, unless a meet is 
scheduled. Her coach, Mac Preston says, “Junelle is that 
rare combination of strength, coordination, natural ability 
and the willingness to work”. 

Preston believes Junelle’s best stroke is the backstroke, 
but her mother says she thinks her daughter prefers the 
freestyle. “Competition against the older girls in the 
Dolphins”, says Preston, “has helped make the great 
improvement in his aquatic champion.” 

“She doesn’t consider it work . . . she thoroughly enjoys 
the water.” 

Junelle is a quiet and unassuming girl, five feet five, and 
116 pounds, who reads she might be an Olympic swimmer 
some day, but her mother says, “Right now I think she’s 
too young to realize just what it would mean.” Whatever 
the Dayton Dolphin thinks, she keeps to herself, but her 
performances speak for themselves. 

Other National Age Group marks set this summer are: 
50 meter freestyle (sc) at Ft. Wayne on July 8 with a :30.1. 
At Toledo, 20 yard course, 100 yard freestyle 1:02.1, 100 
yard backstroke 1:09.7. 


FRANK HECKL 
LYNWOOD'S ALL-AROUND ATHLETE 


In March, 1959, Frank Heckl entered a competitive 
Southern Pacific Association swimming meet. He didn’t 
win, but 1% years later, the young Californian lays claim 
to being one of the country’s best in the 10 & under age 
group, with more than 25 SPAAAU, National Age Group 
and National Jr. Olympic records. 

Young Heckl, who'll be 11 on November 10 started his 
swimming under the guidance of Ken Shaffer, now coach 
of the Los Angeles AC. Shaffer, then coach of Lynwood 
Swim Club saw his potential and started him on his way 
with coach Bill Sexton, now at Downey High. Sexton built 
up his endurance and stamina, both so necessary to be a 
champion. Since April of this year, he has been coached 
by Gary Kimble, formerly from Homestead Air Force 
Base, Florida. 

Kimble says, “He’s a natural . . . an enthusiastic swimmer 
who leads his teammates, not only with his ability, but with 
his bubbling over personality.” 

Heckl holds records in every stroke and the individual 
medley but is strongest in the freestyle. The 5’ 2” 92 Ib. 
swimmer is a solid backstroker and does the butterfly well. 
If he has a weakness it’s his breaststroke, but even this 
stroke has improved greatly this season. 

Perhaps contributing to his great success is the fact that 
he is able to work out five days a week at the Lynwood 
Natatorium, the city’s indoor 50 meter long course pool. 
Workouts under Mentor Kimble’s guidance are from 1% 
hours to 242 hours daily. Much of his workout time is done 
in widths, according to Kimble due to the crowded pool 
conditions. But this hasn’t hindered Heckl’s progress, for 
his greatest strength is in the middle distance events. 

While swimming is young Heckl’s favorite sport, he still 
found time between workouts, record breaking perform- 
ances and just plain meet competition, to play baseball as 
an infielder for the Lynwood Little League “Angels”, 1961 
City Champs. And just to keep busy in the fall, he partici- 
pated in the City Football League, where in 1960 he was 
voted the most valuable member of his team. The Lynwood 
flash attends the Roosevelt Elementary where as a sixth 
grader, he is a straight “A” student. 

A champion all the way, Heckl broke his first National 
Age Group record at Santa Ana, Calif. in July 1960 in the 
100 meter freestyle (lc) which was lowered this year on 
May 22 at Rosemead when he covered the course in 1:11.4. 





Other National Age Group Records set this year are: 
(sc) 100 yard freestyle 1:03.7; 100 yard individual medley 
1:13.9; 100 meter freestyle 1:12.0; 40 yard freestyle 
:21.8; 40 yard butterfly :23.7; 40 yard backstroke :25.9; 
80 yard individual medley :56.8. (LC) 50 meter freestyle 
:30.7; 50 yard backstroke :33.4; 50 yard butterfly :31.2;

Frank Heckl is a natural champion. A hard worker and 
an outstanding sportsman, the youngster has the knowledge 
that it’s a long climb up the national ladder, and he’s started 
his climb.

HOW SCHOOL AGE GROUP SWIMMING 
SPARKED BOYS AQUATICS 


By E. Fenton Carey, Swimming Coach 
OCEAN CITY (N.J.) SCHOOLS 

After a lapse of some two decades, varsity swimming in 
public schools in our local area has been revived, due mainly 
to the spark supplied by an age group swimming program. 
This program, introduced 4 years ago, and handicapped 
by a small 15-yard pool, has paid increasing dividends. 

Our swimming is integrated with the over-all physical 
education program, and though we emphasize swimming in 
many ways, we do not neglect our other sports. 

The most important aspect of our entire swimming pro- 
gram is included in our required physical education activ- 
ities. This is primarily an instructional phase with emphasis 
on all basic strokes, as well as life saving and survival 
techniques. Class team competition includes both individual 
and relay events. 

All boys are encouraged to qualify for “Advanced 
Swimmer” and “Expert Swimmer” ratings which are 
stamped on school report cards. Class swimming activities 
are supplemented by an after school program for three 
large squads of boys on various levels of ability, and by 
a Saturday Sports Training Program. Our annual swim- 
ming schedule includes varsity as well as class and inter- 
class competition from 4th through 12th grades. 

The annual Ocean City Public School Age Group 
Swimming Championships includes competition in free- 
style, backstroke, breaststroke and butterfly for 9-10, 11-12, 
13-14, 15-16, and 17-18. Events are restricted to 60 yards 
(4 lengths of pool) to enable finalists to swim in all four 
events if qualified and to determine the best all-around 
swimmers. The Age Group Champion in each division 
receives a small, but highly prized trophy. Medals are 
awarded to the 2nd and 3rd scorers in each age group, 
ribbons to all top three place winners of each event. 

To determine finalists, a Progress Chart is maintained 
for each stroke in each age group, and every individual's 
initial time and improved times are recorded. Qualifying 
trials are conducted at least once each week for approxi- 
mately 10 weeks prior to our annual championship meet. 
All progress charts are filed at the close of the season for 
future reference. 

Records for all Age Group events are posted with names 
of previous winners in each classification. Trophies, medals, 
and ribbons are prominently displayed in the school trophy 
case throughout the swimming season. These are awarded 
at the final championship meet. Our Age Group swimmers 
are encouraged to join the A.A.U. and participate in out- 
side competition, though such opportunities are limited in 
our immediate area. From my experience I recommend 
highly Age Group Swimming as a worthwhile addition to 
any school physical educational and athletic program. It 
is the key to a successful aquatic program.

As in push out, hold weight, arms fully extended from chest and 
hold in that position as long as possible, pull back when ready to 
drop. Repeat after short rest. Time this exercise as team contest and 
for team spirit. 


Weight held in back of seat, lift out in back as far as possible— 
no swing out—make it a slow lift. Repeats. 


Back Lift Out: 


Squats:

Weight at back of neck rest—standing erect—then deep knee 
bends, keeping back straight, return to starting position. (Probably 
best for Breaststroke but all the team uses this exercise.) 


Full Arm Lifts: 
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Lying on bench, table, desk, edge of pool, any place where arms 
may go full out, drop back lower arm below head. Bring weight fully 
over head, lift weight to full arm extension, bring weight to rest 
in lap. Return slowly. All this is done while lying flat on your back. 
This could be done standing but you do not yet the full weight bene- 
fit because of your standing position. Sometimes at first a team-mate 
should help by holding the instep to the bench until the team mem- 
ber gets strong enough to keep legs fully extended himself. 

These exercises we use in going for strength not bulk, repeats of 
course. You may have some exercises that you use, fine. “ 

Our weights ore only 40 pounds, why, you may ask? I’d be hard 
pressed to answer except two +10 fruit cans filled with cement, pipe 
inserted, all add up to this figure. 

At Navy our midshipmen go through a fine physical education pro- 
gram, but this is not enough for top flight swimming. The exercises, 
pulley weights, and bar bell work has been added. | might add that 
all this work should be supervised. At first the boys seem to feel 
the weights tightens them up. Sure it does, and makes them tough, 
strong, and ready for a tough season of swimming. 

Strong bodies—strong minds make for a tough competitor.

Symar with a 
1:02.8 for the 100 meter backstroke, Barbier 2:16.5 for 
200 meters backstroke, Kuzmin 2:17.3 for 200 meter 
butterfly and Kolesnikov 2:37.3 for 200 meter breaststroke 
(European record) held down the number one spots as 
Europe’s best. Hetz, West Germany, was the only man to 
hold first in more than one event as he ranked at the top in 
200 meter freestyle 2:04.7 (European record) 400 meter 
freestyle 4:31.5 and 1500 meter freestyle 18:06.3. 

Netherlands, Sweden and East Germany each shared the 
honors in the women’s division as they claimed top rankings 
in two events each. Lasterie 100 meter freestyle 1:03.5 and 
vanVelsen 100 meter backstroke 1:10.5 (European record) 
were the top swimmers for Netherlands; Cederqvist 400 
meter freestyle 4:46.9 (European record) and Stenback 
100 meter butterfly 1:10.4 (Equals European record) gave 
Sweden her firsts; Goebel 100 meter breaststroke 1:18.2 
(world record) and Beyer 200 meter breaststroke 2:48.0 
(world record) were East Germany’s International bests.
